"hitthiug of many waters." Here, 
it was )he water of Lake George 
as it rushed on to empty into Lake 
Champlain. This furnishes a groat 
water power, making it a fine point 
far manotaotnriaa. Thay have two 
pjiper mills, one grahpite mill, 
where they make lead pencils, one 
Ii^t factory, and an iron foundry. 
Mfe went aW throuj/li this foundry 
an.l saw many new and interesting 
things. They showed ns some 
m«)hinary that waa to be shipped 
t o Norway , also some engines that 
were to be shipped to the gold 
fields in Ahiska. 

We Ihon went out to the old 
Fort Ticonderoga. This uaaio is 
fsiy familiar to yoti who bars stn- 
died history. This fort in situate*! 
about a mile from the village, and 
|b on the lake. This pc^t where 
the fort is built is one ofthahigh- 
est around here, and affords a view 
o( the lake and country for miles 
anmnd. It is surrounded on three 
sides by water; Lake George emp- 
ties into Lake Champlain here. 
The name Ticonderoga, is an In- 
dian name, and they called this 
stony promontory "Cheonderuga, 
oTlhe place of many and mellow 
BOttndit, ill refekeupe to the dull 
roar. of . the falls, and the soft 
soand^ of the rushing rapids thai 
iUled the sui )thering wooda with 
its mellow noise as the clear wa- 



liore. We took several pictures » f 
the old ruins, and those, too, I 
hope to show yon some day. 

The old Crown Point fort is sev- 
eral miles alx>ve here, and I want 
to visit it while I am here. There 
are so many historical places near 
here that I would like to vUit U I 
had the time. 

I wrote some of yon perhaps, of 
tlie stuiiii) of tilt' tree to which the 
Indians tied "Old Put," and was 
preparing to born him, but he waa 
rescued. Your histories do not 
mention this, I beliava, bat they 
give so little anyway. This old 
stump is still standing and I have 
seen it. T want to get a piece of 
this, and with my stones from tiiu 
forts, and tlye^iapes of the old can - 
non, I will have a nice collection 
of Revolutionary relics.

A School In New York Where It ta 
Taught— The Priea of Moat Artlatio 
Work— TKf Prinaaaa of Waloa 
Baokklngar. 

(New York Letter.) 
Brer aiace the Middle Ages, when 
patieat moaka toiled day aft^r day 
aad year after year lUumlnatlng with 

loving art the sacred text, there have 
been book lovers who valued a book 
not for its objtvt matter, but for its 
artistic binding. The majority of 
Americans iiccnstomed to poor type, 
poorer paper and poorest binding 
would think It a great extravagance 
to pay $100 or more to hava a favorite 
volume rebound in a faahloa worthy 
of the nobe thoughts expressed. 

To the inexperienced eye tl»e hand 
made "tooled" l>ook covera do aot look 
very different from the choap stamped 
pattei-ns of the bargain couatgra. But 
the hook lover cannot be dacwved. He 
holds Liie volume tenderly and looks 
for the distinguished mark of this or 
that master wiiii i ager, loving eyes 
The handsome book cOTttf will never 
betome popular, badtaMH la only the 
wealthy maa or InaatlabM docmi collec- 
tor that would droam of paylac hun 
dreds of dollara tor a book. But a» 
money la no object to the wealthy 
book lover, so In many caeea money 
is no objei c to the men and women 
who do the binding. They are goV' 
erned by the same Impulse that rules 
a painter or sculptor, the Ideal striv- 
ing to make itself palpable. 

Rook-binding offers a congenial oc 
cupatlon for women of original ideas 
aad artlatla taataa. It ta aot a craae 
suitable for a womaa dependent upon 
her own reaourcea. for the field Is 
necessarily limited and tJho returns 
smaller, or, to speak projporly, alow. 

Until recently It waa tmpbaaible for 
a woman to master the art of book- 
binding in Ajnerica. The greater num- 
ber of wopion whose work Is In de- 
mand r'v •ive(i their instruction 
abroad, principally at the famoua 
Dove bindery In London, founded by 
Cobden-Sandenaon. In the ordinary 
ahopa women are only allowed to 
Btltch the leavea. But now the Nord- 
hoff Bindery In New - York gives a 
young woman every opportunity to ac- 
quire the secrets of the craft. This 
Bchoel has been established by the 
friends of the late Evelyn Hunter 
Nordhoff. a pioneer among womon In 
the art. and whose imtlmely death 
prevented har earrylag oaf tha plan 
heraelf. 

Mlaa Nordhoff waa partlenlarly 
adapted for thia line of var|lk .Shf 
understood ornamental laatfiac wpdu 
she waa a good etcher Oo Ooppier MM 
was not only a clever daaigaer, buta 
cultured woman, with the breadth Of 
understanding that much travel and 
diveraifiad aaSoetaOoaa lavarlably 
bring. 

Bookbinding necaaaitatcs close r.p 
pllcatwm «»« » i d o f able outlay 
first coat of leamlngla tni/t, mm 
toola and materiaia employed aro 

expensive. The beautiful leathorrara 
extrnvaeantly klfch. ahd man<^ hmk to 
be especially Imported for the' pur- 
pose. 

In binding a book by hand the first 
step Is to take the leaves In sections 
and sew them In the back. All are 
aewn on a common cord, which forms 
a hinge for the books to turn on. Thia 
la called flexible aowiaw and Is aaed 
In other binderiea, nKMUy for bibles, 
law books, dietloaailsa aad- othar 
heavy booka that are to ba froqusatiy 
used. 

1'iien tho back Is glued. But In the 
Nordhoff Dindery very little glue Is 
used, the sewing being depended upon 
for strength In lioldlog the leaves in 
place. 

The hook Is now ready for tho cov- 
ara, and the edgea are made even and 
smooth by what are known aa the 
plow and press. 

The head-bandlnga, tho bita of 
bright color at the top and bottom of 
a volume, can be made by embroidery 
silk, woven in and out with three 
needles. 

The lettering Is the flnUhIng touch. 
The *.itle may be put on in ainslo-haar 
die ietturti, which In Kngland is alwaya 
done, or IIk typo Is set up all on one 
palette and the whole name is put 
uu at Oiice. 

One woman, Mrs. Henry W. Orlm- 
wood, being i.nablo to obtala HlgtotlOv 
tion in the o dlnary bihderioa, SSaiad' 
the whole subject out from J. W. 
Zachnsdorf a Treatise on Practical 
IlookblnUIng " She declared this to 
t)e very comprehensible and compre- 
hensive, as It ought to be, since be la 
one of the masters of the handicraft.^ 

Many women In FIngland have tak.^ 
np bookbinding. The Cuiid of Woman 
Bladora haa sixty members, and in- 
cluded several women whoaa aadiaa 
have become well known aa artlats 
in the bookbinding. The PrinoaM Vic- 
toria of Walea is an enthiulastle 
bookbinder and has done aome very 
< r.dital)!.- work, It is said. She ob- 
taltii'd .scveial prizes in an exhibition 
some lime ago, having entered her 
work under the name of Mlaa Mat- 
tbewa, aa ahe did not wish ber rank 
to influence the declalon of the judg-

When the graded school was or^.u>ized, the old common school dis- 
trict owed a conrideraUe floating debt for which the lot was liable. Out 
f the le\ ios which you have cheerfully we have off all the 
old indebtedness, built an iron fence, a stone pavement around both 
sides of the property, had a well bored and furnished the building 
throughout with seats, stoves, etc., iKive kept t!ie interest paid on the 
$8,000.00 of bonds, insurance paid and have maintained and paid for a 
; ree school eight months in each year and wllh a three years course 
higher than the public school branches, absolutaly free to every child In 
the district w ithin the school age. 

On June i, 1899, the old bonds matured at our optton and we paid 
1 1000.00 of the principal and refunded the other $7,000.00 at 5 per cent 
interest, in denominations of ? 500.00, and payable at any time at the 
option of the trustees after one year. We now have in bank $1,000.00 
rfeady to pay two of theliew bonds on June 1. 

I am satisfied, if the present lev\ is continued, that the school can be 
maintained at its high character and exellence, and $1,000.00 per ) ear 
paid on the principal of the bonds, and the district will soon be out of 
debt.
